To U.S., Dies 


YORK, England UR — Lord 
Halifax , who serv ed Winston 
Chu rchill as British ambassador 
to Washington in World War 
II, died last night. He was 78. 


The deeply religiou s Lord 
Halifax had su rv iv ed an earlier 
association with the pre-war 
appeasement 
gov ernment 
of 
Prime Minister Nev ille Cham 
berlain. 


He had serv ed as foreign sec­ 
retary and v iceroy to India. His 
day s as an activ e policy maker 
ended in 19 46 . 


He had been su ffering from 
a chest complaint and his son 
and heir. Lord Irwin, said his 
father “was ju st completely 
worn ou t.” 
Born Edward Frederick Lind- 
ley Wood. Lord Halifax enter­ 
ed pu blic life in 19 10 as a Con­ 
serv ativ e member of Parlia­ 
ment, a seat he held for 15 
y ears. 
As a colonel pf the Yorkshire 
Dragoons, he led his regiment 
in World War I. 
He serv ed as parliamentary 
u ndersecretary for the colonies 
in 19 21-22: president of the 
Board of Edu cation, 19 22-24, 
and minister of agricu ltu re, 
19 24-25. before replacing the 
Marqu ess of Reading as Vice­ 
roy of India in 19 26 . 
He retu rned to England in 
19 31 and su cceeded his father 
as Viscou nt Halifax in 19 34. He 
became foreign secretary in 
19 38 , su cceeding A n t h o n y ' 
Eden. Eden had resigned in 
protest against Prime Minister 
Nev ille Chamberlain’s conces­ 
sions to Hitler at Mu nich.

WASHINGTON (J*—The gov­ 
ernment continues to pay out 
more than $3,360.000 a year in 
Civil War pensions even though 
the last veteran of that bloody 
conflict has been crossed off 
the pension rolls. 
The death of Walter W. Wil­ 
liams of Houston, Tex., the last 
surviving Civil War veteran, 
has not closed the books on 
Civil War costs. 
Still drawing pensions are 
more than 4.000 veterans’ de­ 
pendents, including Williams’ 
daughter. They will continue to 
receive them for the rest of 
their lives. 
PENSION COSTS 
Through 1958 the cost of all 
Civil War pension payments 
had amounted to $8.548.563.000, 
with most of the money going 
to veterans of the Union army. 
Congress did not make Con­ 
federate survivors eligible for 
pensions until May, 1958. Less 
than a thousand widows and 
children of Confederate sol­ 
diers are still alive. 
The normal pension for wid­ 
ows is $65 a month. The pay 
ment for children is $73.15. 
Until his death last Saturday 
Williams received the maxi­ 
mum of $135.45 a month. 
MOST COSTLY 
From the standpoint of fed­ 
eral payments to veterans, the 
Civil War was the most costly 
in history until the two World 
Wars. Payments to World War 
II veterans already have passed 
the 51-billion-dollar mark. The 
World W ar I outlay has been 
more than 23 billion. 
Revolutionary War veterans 
and dependents drew' pensions 
for 138 years, the last one dy­ 
ing in 1908. Payments for the 
■war of 1812 continued for 134 
years, ending in 1948. 
Still on the pension rolls are 
dependents of veterans of the 
Mexican W ar (1846-1848) and 
the Indian wars that lasted 
‘rom 1860 through 1898, as well 
as the Spanish-American con­ 
flict.

Yo u r teen-age so n o r dau gh­ 
ter may sho rtly be receiv ing 
in the mail — u nso licited — 
an ino cent - lo o king, br o w n 
manila env elo p e. If there is 
no retu rn address o n the o u t­ 
side, y o u better be su sp icio u s. 
In this env elo p e will q u ite 
likely be so me co me-o n p o rno ­ 
grap hic p ictu res, no t the filthi­ 
est av ailable, no t the hard­ 
co re o bscenity which can be 
had later, bu t with them the 
assu rance that fo r a few do l­ 
lars y o u can get “better actio n 
p o ses o f the kind y o u ’ll like.” 
So o n there may be an in­ 
v itatio n fo r y o u r so n to be­ 
co me a “y o u ng bu sinessman” 
— in o ther wo rds, to beco me 
a su b-seller o f lewd p ho to s o n 
co nsignment so he can sell 
them to his friends to earn 
mo ney — and p o ssibly a p ris­ 
o n sentence. 


THIS AWFUL traffic is al­ 
ready “ big bu siness” with a 
tu rn-o v er o f abo u t a half bil­ 
lio n do llars a y ear. It is the 
kind o f traffic wfhich. like the 
dru g traffic, draws the mo b­ 
ster to its q u ick-mo ney ranks. 
The p o st o ffice estimates 
that the filth-p eddlers w i l l 
send 1,000.000 letters to chil­ 
dren thro u gho u t the co u ntry 
this y ear. 
The q u estio n which mu st 
co ncern y o u as a father o r a 
mo ther is: What can I do to 
sto p it? What can I do to p ro ­ 
tect my family fro m this ev il 
intru sio n? 
The answer is that there is 
little y o u can do abo u t it by 
y o u rself. Yo u can’t effectiv e­ 
ly bale the traffickers into 
co u rt. The are elu siv e. They 
do bu siness o ne mo nth at o ne 
address and then scu rry to 
ano ther. 


BUT THERE ARE two in­ 
stant and p ractical step s y o u 
can take and, witho u t this as­ 
sistance, the p o st o ffice is 
nearly help less to act. 
The first co u rse o f actio n 
y o u can take is this: 
1 — Sav e all the material, 
inclu ding the env elo p e. 
2 — Pu t it p ro mp tly into 
the hands o f the lo cal p o st­ 
master.

he has no t asked fo r them o r 
else has answered a mislead­ 
ing adv ertisement. The p ed­ 
dlers go to ingenio u s lengths 
to acq u ire teen-age mailing 
lists to who m they can ad­ 
dress their co me-o n stu ff with­ 
o u t inv itatio n. 


THIS TRAFFIC in m ailo r­ 
der o bscenity has do u bled in 
fiv e y ears and Po stmaser Gen­ 
eral Arthu r Su mmerfield esti­ 
mates that, with this mo men­ 
tu m, it is likely to do u ble 
again in fo u r y ears. T h a t 
wo u ld make it a $1,000,000 
bu siness annu ally , a grav y - 
train fo r racketeers. 
One o ther thing y o u can 
do to help is to take the initi­ 
ativ e to alert y o u r co mmu nity 
and all p arents to the su btle 
and secretiv e way s the p ed­ 
dlers to temp t y o u ng p eo p le to 
beco me addicts.

Soon there may be an in­ 
vitation for your son to be­ 
come a “young businessman” 
— in other words, to become 
a sub-seller of lewd photos on 
consignment so he can sell 
them to his friends to earn 
money — and possibly a pris­ 
on sentence. 


THIS AWFUL traffic is al­ 
ready “big business” with a 
turn-over of about a half bil­ 
lion dollars a year. It is the 
kind of traffic which, like the 
drug traffic, draws the mob­ 
ster to its quick-money ranks. 
The post office estimates 
that the filth-peddlers w i l l 
send 1,000.000 letters to chil­ 
dren throughout the country 
this year. 
The question which must 
concern you as a father or a 
mother is: What can I do to 
stop it? What can I do to pro­ 
tect my family from this evil 
intrusion? 
The answer is that there is 
little you can do about it by 
yourself. You can’t effective­ 
ly bale the traffickers into 
court. The are elusive. They 
do business one month at one 
address and then scurry to 
another. 


BUT THERE ARE two in­ 
stant and practical steps you 
can take and, without this as­ 
sistance, the post office is 
neariy helpless to act. 
The first course of action 
you can take is this: 
1 — Save all the material, 
including the envelope. 
2 — Put it promptly into 
the hands of the local post­ 
master. 
On the basis of this evi­ 
dence the Post-Office Depart­ 


ment will thoroughly investi­ 
gate and bring all possible 
legal remedy to bear against 
the mis-users of the mail. 
More likely than not, if any­ 
one in your family receives 
obscene pictures in the mail, 
he has not asked for them or 
else has answered a mislead­ 
ing advertisement. The ped­ 
dlers go to ingenious lengths 
to acquire teen-age mailing 
lists to whom they can ad­ 
dress their come-on stuff with­ 
out invitation. 


THIS TRAFFIC in mail-or­ 
der obscenity has doubled in 
five years and Postmaser Gen­ 
eral A rthur Summerfield esti­ 
mates that, with this momen­ 
tum, it is likely to double 
again in four years. T h a t 
would make it a $1,000,000 
business annually, a gravy - 
train for racketeers. 
One other thing you can 
do to help is to take the initi­ 
ative to alert your community 
and all parents to the subtle 
and secretive ways the ped­ 
dlers to tempt young people to 
become addicts. The best way 
is to work through your local 
civic 
organizations, 
parent- 
teachers associations, women’s 
clubs, and other groups.

Speed Limit 


SACRAMENTO OJPH— Califor­ 
nia’s speed limit gtfes to 65 
miles an hour Jan. 1, but you’d 
better be careful about where 
you try it out. ' 
The new limit, passed by the 
1959 Legislature, will affect 
only about one-third of some 
14.500 miles of state highway. 
The 
remaining miles lie 
in 
mountain or foothill country 
where 65 is suicidal, or they 
lie in areas already zoned for 
lower speeds. 
The figures came from R. J. 
Israel, assistant chief traffic 
engineer for the state Div ision 
of Highways. He estimated the 
mountain and foothill mileage 
at 5.000 to 6,000 and lower 
speed zones at 3,500. 


But despite the restrictions 
on high speed trav el, Israel 
and his boss, Chief Traffic 
Engineer George >!. Webb, 
are concerned lest some mo­ 
torists use the new law as an 
excuse for going faster, no 
m atter where they are. 


Some motorists might 
not 
realize that the new limit is an 
absolute maximum on the open 
road. If a driv er goes one mile 
faster, he’s break ing the law. 
Under the old 55-mile rule, 
a driv er could go faster if he 
could produce “competent ev i­ 
dence” to show that he was 
“reasonable and pru d e nt” at 
j the higher speed. 


To forestall the motorist 
| who mieht think he can go 
faster than 65, engineers w ill 
install new maximum speed 
limit signs at v arious points 
in the state. The new signs 
say “ Maximum Speed Limit 
65 Miles"; the old ones said 
simply 
“ Speed 
Limit 
55 
miles.” 


Twenty-six of these will be 
especially big ones and will be 
unv eiled New Year’s Day of be­ 
fore at highway entrances to 
California. These will announce 
not only the 
passenger car 
speed of 65, but also the trailer 
and truck speeds, both of which 
are 45. 
Smaller signs will go up on 
the new er freew'ays built dur­ 
ing the past two years with an 
assist from federal funds. These 
roads, part of the gov ernm ent’s 
interstate system and carrying 
the red, w'hite and blue m ark ­ 
ers, were actually designed for 
70 mile an hour trav el. 
One such road is the new sec­ 
tion of U.S. 40 between Car- 
Quinez Bridge and Richmond. 
; Called Interstate 80, 
it’s so 
straight and wide that if there 
were no 65-mile m ark ers, mo­ 
torists might try anything. 


Israel estimated that there 
would be 2,300 miles of inter­ 
state routes in California by 
1970. 


But the bulk of the engineer­ 
ing work during the past six 
months has been the testing 
and installation of speed zones 
on formerly unposted sections 
of 
state 
highway. 
At 
some 
points, 
for 
instance, 
studies 
showed 55 to be the best maxi­ 
mum speed. The old statewide 
limit m ade signs unnecessary 
at these points, but now’ they 
must be posted. 
Also, the engineers will ex­ 
tend existing zones adjacent to 
communities. This will giv e the 
incoming motorist a longer dis­ 
tance in which to slow down. 
In all, Israel and Webb esti­ 
mated their departm ent w’ould 
add about 500 miles of posted 
mileage to California's total 
of 3,500. About 200 miles of 
the extra postings will be com­ 
plete by Jan. 1.

The I 
blue and white Greek flag a n d ! 
49-star 
American

hung 
from special poles along the I 
main boulev ard from the air-1 
port to Constitution 
Square, 
along Embassy Row, and on j 
other routes the P r e s i d e n t 
would be tak ing. 
Posters with a photograph of 
Eisenhower wav ing from the 
steps on board a plane and 
words of' welcome in G r e e k ; 
were pasted on walls and build- 
j 
ings 
throughout the 
c e ntra l; 
part of the city. Many of the j 
posters fell off, and we saw 
Greek s fold them and tuck i 
them under their arms. 


The day he arriv ed flags 
i 
appeared ev erywhere in the 
narrow streets of Old A th­ 
ens, b e t w e e n Constitution 
Sq uare and the Acropolis, 
w here wc hav e stayed for the 
past month. 


At night the Acropolis, v is-! 
ible from our window sfour | 
block s away, is beautifully il­ 
luminated for the occasion, the 
rock s red, green, and amber, | 


and the Parthenon and Erec- 
theum in their natural colors 
silhouetted against a black sk y. 
The m orning of the day he 
arriv ed we obtained passes at 
the U. S. Consulate for admis­ 
sion to the Old Palace grounds 
surrounding the Tomb of the 
Unk nown Soldier, av ailable to 
Americans with ’ passports in 
hand. 


The President was scheduled 
to arriv e at the Palace Grounds 
at 5:40, so we decided to walk 
up before 4. It was a job get­ 
ting through the crowds in 
Constitution Square, opposite 
the Old Palace, but our Am eri­ 
can identity stuck out all ov er 
us. The people made way for 
us, and the police directed us 
around the Greek nav y guards 
and past a row of 
m e d i u m 
tank s. 


We found a place in front 
of the palace, abov e but out 
of s i g h t of the tomb. A 
c o u pl e 
of dozen Greek s 
squeezed 
u nd er the cable 
and took places on the steps 
leading down to the tomb. § o 
did a dozen Greek s with Am­ 
erican Legion caps. One was 
s i n g i n g 
“ Hail, Hail, the 
Gang's All Here.” 


Just before the entourage ar­ 
riv ed a Greek civ ilian came 
ov er and told the police to let 
us go beyond the barrier to the 
steps where we could see. We 
ended up in an excellent v an­ 
tage point. 
« 
The small parade arriv ed 25 
minutes early, hav ing stopped 
at the Temple of the Olympian 
Zeus to pick up two sq uadrons 
of cav alry. One sq uadron on 
white horses preceded the pres­ 
idential car, and one on brown 
horses followed. 
The President was standing 
in the open ear, with hat and 
topcoat on. wav ing to the cheer­ 
ing c r o w d s . When the car 
stopped King Paul got out first. 
Eisenhower took his topcoat 
off, which an officer took , and 


I walk ed with the k ing up to the 
tomb. 


The w’reath had been on a 
j stand guarded by one U. S. Ma- 
| rine in 
dress 
uniform who 
handed it to the President. Eis­ 
enhow er placed the wreath, 
stepped back , remov ed his hat, 
and bowed his head for about a 
minute. He turned, put his hat 
on and the k ing joined him. 


White pigeons, with Amer­ 
ican or Greek flags attached 
to their legs, were released. 
Some, finding the load frus­ 
trating, alighted in the tan­ 
gerine trees, heav ily loaded 
with ripe fruit. One barely 
c l e a r e d Mrs. Pohim ann’s 
head. 


A band of Greek soldiers 
in 
their ancient, 
traditionad 
costume 
played 
the 
“S t a r 
Spangled 
B a n n e r ” and the 
Greek national anthem , while 
the President stood uncov ered, 
and King Paul, in army uni­ 
form, saluted. 


The President and the k ing 
¡walk ed past the honor guard, 
also dressed in the traditional 
costume, a beret-lik e cap, what 
look s lik e long, white under­ 
wear, with extremely 
s ho r t 
white k ilts, and black pompons 
on the toes of their shoes. 


Arriv ing at the car the Pres­ 
ident put his topcoat on, with 
King P aul’s help, and the two 
got in, and stood while the car 
pulled away, up the street and 
around the corner into E m ­ 
bassy Row. 


While he stood in front of 
the tomb, head bowed, both 
of us had trouble swallowing.

George Pohlmann. s o c i a l 
science teacher at Tamaipais 
High School, and his wife, 
Lillian, former librarian at 
Sir F r a n c i s Drake High 
School, are touring Europe 
in search of material for a 
book they are planning. Pohl­ 
mann, on sabbatical leave 
during the present school 
term, was on the scene in 
Athens, Greece, when Presi­ 
dent E i s e n h o w e r laid a 
wreath at the tomb of that 
country’s Unknown Soldier. 
Here are his impressions of 
that day as he wrote them 
for the Independent-Journal 
readers: 


By GEORGE POHLMANN 
ATHENS— We saw our Pres­ 
ident lay a wreath on the tomb 
of the Unknown Soldier in Ath­ 
ens. 
For days Athens had been 
making preparations for Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower's visit. The 
blue and white Greek flag and 
49-star American flag hung 
from special poles along the 
main boulevard from the air­ 
port to Constitution Square, 
along Embassy Row, and on 
other routes the P r e s i d e n t 
would be taking. 
Posters with a photograph of 
Eisenhower waving from the 
steps on board a plane and 
words of’ welcome in G r e e k 
were pasted on walls and build­ 
ings throughout the central 
part of the city. Many of the 
posters felt off, and we saw 
Greeks fold them and tuck 
them under their arms. 
The day he arrived flags 
appeared everywhere in the 
narrow streets of Old Ath­ 
ens, b e t w e e n Constitution 
Square and the Acropolis, 
where we have stayed for the 
past month. 


At night the Acropolis, vis­ 
ible from our window if our 
blocks away, is beautifully il­ 
luminated for the occasion, the 


and the Parthenon and Erec- 
theum in their natural colors 
silhouetted against a black sky. 
The morning of the day he 
arrived we obtained passes at 
the U. S. Consulate for admis­ 
sion to the Old Palace grounds 
surrounding the Tomb of the 
Unknowm Soldier, available to 
Americans with * passports in 
hand. 
The President was scheduled 
to arrive at the Palace Grounds 
at 5:40, so we decided to walk 
up before 4. It was a job get­ 
ting through the crowds in 
Constitution Square, opposite 
the Old Palace, but our Ameri­ 
can identity stuck out all over 
us. The people made way for 
us, and the police directed us 
around the Greek navy guards 
and past a row of m e d i u m 
tanks. 
We found a place In front 
of the palace, above hut out I 
of s I g h t of the tomb. A 
c o u p l e 
of dozen Greeks 
squeezed under the cable 
and took places on the steps 
leading down to the tomb. §o 
did a dozen Greeks with Am­ 
erican Legion caps. One was 
s i n g i n g “Hail, Hail, the 
Gang’s AH Here.” 


Just before the entourage ar­ 
rived a Greek civilian came 
over and told the police to let 
us go beyond the barrier to the 
steps where we could see. We 
ended up in an excellent van­ 
tage point. 
• 
The small parade arrived 25 
minutes early, having stopped 
at the Temple of the Olympian 
Zeus to pick up two squadrons 
of cavalry. One squadron on 
white horses preceded the pres­ 
idential car, and one on brown, 
horses followed, 
The President was standing 
in the open car, with hat and 
topcoat on. waving to the cheer­ 
ing c r o w d s . When the car 
stopped King Paul got out first, 
Eisenhower took his topcoat 
rocks red, green, and amber, j off, which an officer took, and 


walked with the king up to the 
tomb. 


The wreath had been on a 
stand guarded by one U. S. Ma­ 
rine in dress uniform who 
handed it to the President. Eis­ 
enhower placed the wreath, 
stepped back, removed his hat, 
and bowed his head for about a 
minute. He turned, put his hat 
on and the king joined him. 


White pigeons, with Amer­ 
ican or Greek flags attached 
to their legs, were released. 
Some, finding the load frus­ 
trating, alighted in the tan­ 
gerine trees, heavily loaded 
with ripe fruit. One barely 
c l e a r e d Mrs. Pohlmann’s 
head.

The President and the king 
walked past the honor guard, 
also dressed in the traditional 
costume, a beret-like cap, what 
looks like long, white under­ 
wear, with extremely s h o r t 
white kilts, and black pompons 
on the toes of their shoes. 


Arriving at the car the Pres­ 
ident put his topcoat on. with 
King Paul’s help, and the two 
got in, and stood while the car 
pulled away, up the street and 
around the corner into Em­ 
bassy Row. 


While he stood in front of 
the tomb, head bowed, both 
of us had trouble swallowing. 
There stood our b e 1 o v e d 
President, on a long mission 
of peace, and our hearts, were 
with him.

Too Much Television 
Can Bring Ailments 


LONDON 
—A British med­ 
ical magazine warns that too 
much television can give you 
anything from a pain in the 
neck to a heart attack. 
The periodical, The Lancet, 
emphasized that the incidence 
of what it dubbed “ television 
collapse” is small. It asserted, 
however, that prolonged peer­ 
ing may bring on the following 
ailments: 
1. TV neck. Watching from 
a chair which is too low or too 
high may cause pain and stiff­ 
ness among the upper verte­ 
brae. 
2. TV thrombosis. Sitting im­ 
mobile in awkward positions 
may lead to blood clots in the 
veins. 
3. TV arteries. Slouching in 
an easy chair may push the 
heart forward in the chest, pro­ 
ducing degeneration of main 
blood vessels. 
4. TV gas pains. Viewers 
have been known to faint from 
I pain beneath the breastbone 
caused by eating a heavy meal 


and then lolling in a cramped 
posture. 
5. TV heart attack. Programs 
which cause emotional stress 
may bring on angina pectoris, a 
pain in the chest accompanied 
by oppression of the heart. 
The Lancet said viewers may 
head off most of these by get­ 
ting out of their chairs at least 
once an hour and taking a 
brisk walk around the room. 
They also should avoid wear­ 
ing tight belts or girdles.

It asserted, 
however, that prolonged peer­ 
ing may bring on the following 
ailments: 
1. TV neck. Watching from 
a chair which is too low or too 
high may cause pain and stiff­ 
ness among the upper verte­ 
brae. 
2. TV thrombosis. Sitting im­ 
mobile in awkward positions 
may lead to blood clots in the 
veins. 
3. TV arteries. Slouching in 
an easy chair may push the 
heart forward in the chest, pro­ 
ducing degeneration, of main 
blood vessels. 
4. TV gas pains. Viewers 
have been, known, to faint from 
pain beneath the breastbone 
caused by eating a heavy meal 


and then lolling in a cramped 
posture. 
5. TV heart attack. Programs 
which cause emotional stress 
may bring on angina, pectoris, a 
pain in the chest accompanied 
by oppression of the heart. 
The Lancet said viewers may 
head off most of these by get­ 
ting out of their chairs at least 
once an hour and taking a 
brisk walk around the room. 
They also should avoid wear­ 
ing tight belts or girdles.

County Tax 
Payments Top 
$9.4 Million 


County property owners paid 
$9,417,952 in taxes by the Dec. 
10 deadline, County Tax, Col­ 
lector M. F. Donohue reported 
today. 
This represents 58.47 per 
cent of the total bill for this 
year. The total to be collected 
by next April Is $16,104,863.. 
Donohue said the collection 
this year has been “very good.” 
It is running just about the 
same as last year, when 58.8 
per cent was collected in the 
first installment. Many taxpay­ 
ers pay both installments at 
one time, therefore, the pay­ 


ment during the first install­ 
ment is always heavier than 
during the second installment. 
Second installment payments, 
which must be paid by April 10 
next year, are already coming 
in. About $23,000 has been col­ 
lected and more are coming in 
each day.

Corte Madera's Tree 


Boasts Long History

Some say it was p lanted in 
39 10 and first illu minated in 
1916 . Others claim the ev ents 
hap p ened sev eral y ears earlier. 
W herev er the tru th lies, the 
fact remains that Corte Madera 
today has one of the largest 
and most imp ressiv e lighted 
ou tdoor 
Christmas 
trees 
in 
California. 
A towering Monterey p ine, it 
stands in front of Holy Inno­ 
cents Ep iscop al Chu rch at Red- 
j 
wood av enu e and Tamalp ais 
driv e. The 9 0-foot tree, dotted 
with some 300 lights, sends a 
v aricolored Christmas greeting 
to townsp eop le and v isitors. 
Its brilliance is a p articu lar 
delight to Corte Madera's hill-1 
side residents, who enjoy a 
bird's ey e v iew from their p ic­ 
tu re windows high abov e the 
town sq u are. 


Long-time Corte Maderans 
scoffed in 1938 when actress 
Mary Pickford claimed she 
w as the first p erson to decor­ 
ate an ou tside tree with elec­ 
tric lights. She said she had 
been doing it since 1918 . 


Reminiscing this week, old- 
tim er Harry T. Sp encer of 141 
Hill p ath recalled the Decem­ 
ber day in 1916 when his friend 
Jam es Yerington came to see 
him. 
‘'He asked me if I had any ;

sockets,” Sp encer said. “I fou nd j

A n o t h e r old-timer, W. A . ! 
(Bill) Nelson of 236 H art street, 
recalls help ing Fred Toombs 
decorate the Corte Madera tree 
when it was a sap ling. Nelson, 
say s he was 8 at the time, 
which wou ld hav e made the 
y ear 1910. 
“We u sed an em p ty orange [ 
box to stand on in order to dec­ 
orate the tree,” he related. ‘‘It 
was abou t 10 feet high at the 
time. We had only six of the i 
old ty p e carbon lam p s.” 
Nelson also rem em bers col-, 
oring the white lam p s by dip ­ 
p ing them in p aint. 
“A fter each little rain we 
had to rep aint the bu lbs,” he 
said. ‘T his sty le of lamp be­ 
came v ery hot, and the combin­

Some say it was planted in 
1910 and first illuminated in 
1916.
